The Studenta for a Democratic Society (SDS), as 
it is known today, came into being at a founding convention 
held at Port Huron, Kichigan, in June, 1962. The SDS is an 
association of young people on the left and has a current 
program of protesting the draft, promoting a campaign for 
youth to develop n conscientious objector status, denouncing 
United States intervention in the war in Vietnam and to 
“radically transform" the university community, and provide 8 
for its complete control by students. GUS HALL, General 1 
Secretary, Communist Party, USA, when interviewed by a 
representative of United Press International in San Francisco, 
California, on May 14, 1965, described the SDS as a part of 
the "responsible left” which the Party has "going for us.'" 
At the June, 1965, SNS National Convention, an anti-communist 
proviso was removed from the SDS constitution. In the 
October 7, 1966, issue of "New Loft Notos," the official 
Publication of SDS, an SDS spokeaman statod that there are 
Rome communists in SDS and they are welcome. The national 
hcadqunrters of this orgnnization ns of July 24, 1968, was 
iren in Room 706, 1608 west Madison Street, Chicago, 
Illinois.

COMMITTEE TO AID THE BLOOMINGTON 
STUDENTS 


The May, 1963, issue of "The Indianapolis Star" 
an Indianapolis daily necwsp^per, contained an article relating 
‘that the Committee to Aid the Bloomington Students (CABS) had 
been formed as an outgrowth of the Young Socialist Alliance 
(YSA). A source advised on February 11, 1964, that the 
primary purpose of the CABS, organized and controlled by 
the YSA, was to raise funds for thc legal defense of YSA 
members indicted at Bloomington, Indiana. Source stated 
that the secondary purpose of the committee was to propagandize 
the Bloomington defense and utilize such case as an 
introduction to thc aime and objectives of the ۰ 


On May 7, 1965, the source advised that the 
Socialist Workers Party (SWP) exercised indirect control of 
the CABS through control over the YSA leadership which 
operated CARS. According to the source, CABS work by SWP 
members, who were not YSA members, was considered as Party 
work. 


A second source advised on January 17, 1968, that 
CARS ceased to be a functioning committee in December, 1966. 
According to this source, such committec had deen formed by 
the YSA to publicize its aims and to raise funds for the 
legal expenses of three YSA members indicted ina state court 
under an Indiana anti-subversive statuto for their activities 
while attend ug Indiana University, Bloomington, Indiana, 
Source stated that CADS was a non-membcrship committee in 
organization which sought to attract public sympathy and 
financial support through propaganda methdds, In December, 
1966, the Prosecuting Attorney, Monroe County, Bloomington, 
Indiana, announced his intent to dismiss the indictments 
against the three members. Thereafter, according to source, 
the committee was nllowed to become non-operative by. the 
^ ° YSA. The YSA took no action te formally disband the 
ریت‎ veommittee or to distorse the CABS funds; however, the YSA 
: considered CATS to bc a defunct committee. 
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On August 23, 1967. the records, cigrk of the 
United States “istrict Court, Southern Distri of Indiana, 
Indianxpolis, Indians, indicated that on August 4, 7. 
the indictments against the three members were Gismisscd 
. with prejudice by court order pursuant to a stipulation 
between parties to the court action. 


The second source further advised on January 17,. 
1968, that although throughout its existence CABS listed its 
headquarters as locntcd at 41 Union Square West, New York, 
New York, which was th? YSA National Office, the CABS never 
actually occupied office space as its administcrial duties 
were handled by YSA and SWP functionaries at that address..
